EIGHTH WONDER (470) (Baerman-Majeski 1959) (Emperor x Unknown). 
Very early. Color soft light purple with a large cream throat. Makes a 
ribbony spike with extraordinary flat-open, recurved blooms. This is a 
wonderful early cut-flower variety with fine whip-like bamboo stems. It 
is the sort of glad which people say: “A single spike makes a bouquet.” 
If cut-flowers mean anything at all to you, especially early cuts, don’t pass 
up this beauty. Eighth Wonder is destined for all-around popularity. Pro- 
duces better than 75% large bulbs from bulblets.

CHEMAWA (484) (Baerman-Weeks 1959) (Innocence x Southern Belle).
